HEAVY DAMAGE 
IN SALZBURG 


~ ALZBURG, only 25 miles from 
\/ Berchtesgaden— Herr Hitler’s 
mountain home in South-East Ger- 
many—was bombed for the first 
iime in the war yesterday, according 
to the German News Agency. 
American aircraft flew over at noon, 
the Berlin account said, and de- 
livered bombing attacks over a 
broad front, the city area of Salz- 
burg being one of the targets. 

“Various cultural and historical 
monuments were hit,” the report 
stated, “including the historical 
Mozart House, which was com- 
pletely destroyed. Further details 
are lacking. Good visibility pre- 
vailed at the time, so that the 
American terror raiders have no ex- 
cuse for their wanton conduct.” 

On Sunday night aircraft of 
R.A.F. Bomber Command were 
again out in great strength, with the 
naval base of Wilhelmshaven as the 
main objective, a British Air 
Ministry report stated yesterday.

many mines were laid in Germa 
waters. From these operations 
eleven aircraft are missing. 

A. guns put up what people 
on the British East coast describe 
as the heaviest barrage of the war 
when the Germans launched flying 
bombs over the North Sea last 
night, the sixth night running that 
the bombs approached the East 
coast.

Germans Surrender 
Aegean Island 


The Island of Naxos, 110 miles 
5.-E. of Athens, and one of the few 
remaining German-held islands in the 
A-gean, surrendered on Sunday, it 
was announced. yesterday in Cairo. 
German garrisons, numbering in all 
some thousands, still remain on 
Rhodes, Western Crete, Leros, Cos 
and a number of smaller islands. 
They are likely to be “ sacrificed,” 
since they must remain there to 
maintain staging points for small- 
scale German inter-island sea traffic, 
states Reuter’s special correspondent 
in Cairo.

At the same time as the American 
forces linked up to seal off 
Aachen completely, three deter- 
mined German counter-attacks 
were beaten off along the 
Aachen front. In the last 
three days five counter-attacks 
have been repulsed at an 
estimated loss to the Germans 
of between 50 and 60 tanks. 

The juncture which cut Aachen 
off from its last thin easterly con- 
tact with the rest of Germany was 
made at the town of Wurselen, 
which is now entirely in American 
hands. 

The Aachen gap was prematurely 
described as completely closed over 
a week ago. 

The Gerinans are continuing to 
drop supplies to the Aachen garrison 
by parachute. 

The American forces repulsed a 
German attempt to break out and 
join up with German forces to the 
east. * 

Reuter’s special correspondent 
with the U.S. 1st Army states:— 

. One of the war's g- né battles 

is developing east of Aachen, 

in the Wurselen-Verlautenheide- 

Eilendorf sector in country which is 

a mixture of woods and industrial 

slag-piles. 

Repeated counter-attacks thrown 
in yesterday by German infantry, 
half-tracks and tanks, marshalled 
in woods north-east of Verlauten- 
heide, were stopped after bitter fight- 
ing. The Germans lost 17 tanks— 
some of them to infantry ‘using 
“ bazookas.” 

Each day fighting in this area 

is getting fiercer, and more 

is appearing. The batttle 

for Germany may be fought out 

here if the present emphasis by 

the German High Command on 
this sector continues. 

One shelling, which preceded a 
German attack yesterday, was 
estimated to have come from a 
battery of 70 guns.

The Battle of Holland is, if any-

town at the base of the South Beve- 
land causeway. German paratroops, 
who were drivem out of the town 
yesterday morning by the Canadians, 
are launching... violent counter- 
attacks with tanks and self-propelled

Bitter street fighting is going on 
in the western section of the town, 
where groups of S.S. men and para- 
troopers are holding out. But the 
main fighting is just north of the 
town, which has already changed 
hands four times within a week. 
Canadian infantry, moving 100 
yards behind a creeping barrage 
laid down before dawn, fought 
their way through the burning 

Streets. 

The battle took place in a rubble 
of shelled and mortared houses. The 
Germans were forced out of the 
town, but are now counter- 
attacking behind the heaviest 
mortar barrage these Canadians 
have ever experienced. 

Woensdrecht is the “ key ” to the 
South Beveland causeway—the only 
land route to the Dutch mainland 
for the 15,000 Germans cut off on 


sSouth Beveland and Walcheren. 


There has been no substantial 
change in the Hurtgen area or in 
the Moselle Valley. In the Vosges 
foothills the Allied advance east- 
ward gained momentum. Gains 
were made against strong resistance 
along a wide front, and several 
towns were freed.

Turning Point in 
Pacific War 


BY OUR MILITARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 


(THE present major naval action 
taking place between the 
American and Japanese forces in 
the waters off Formosa. represents 
the culmination of the steady 
American thrust westwards of the 
last few months, and carnes with it 
implications of the utmost impor- 
tance for the future course of the 
Pacific war. i 

With the exception of clashes in 
the Solomons, no major naval en- 
gagements have occurred since the 
battles of the Coral Sea and Mid- 
way in May-June, 1942. The 
‘Japanese have held their battle 
fleet in reserve until the approach 
of the Americans compelled a de- 
cisive action. This lays on the 
Americans the burden of fighting 
a major fleet action at extreme dis- 
tances from their bases. 

The present situation now com- 
pels the Japanese to put their main 
naval power to the test, as any 
further withdrawals would en- 
danger the whole Japanese mili- 
tary structure in the East Indies 
and South-East Asia. This posi- 
tion arises from the fact that the 
twin drives of General MacArthur 
along the northern coast of New 
Guinea to MHalmahera, in the 
Moluccas, and of Admiral Nimitz 
along the Micronesian chain of 
islands as far as the Palau group, 
now leaves the Americans poised 
for an assault on the Philippines. 

It now bc:omes clear that the 
American move is directed towards 
eliminating Japanese naval control 
in Philippine waters as .a pre- 
liminary to an invasion of the 
Philippine Islands. 

While a naval set-back for Japan 
would throw open the Philippines to 
American attack, a decision to risk 
their entire battle fleet could not 
but. have consequences of vital 
importance for the Japanese, as the 
defence of Japan rests basically on 
the possession of a fleet in being. 
The present struggle off Formosa 
must, therefore, signify .a definite 
turning point in the Pacific war.

Figures of Japanese losses 
since Thursday, given by 
Admiral Nimitz, Pacific C.-in-C., 
are over 700 aircraft destroyed 
and 43 ships sunk. . 

In addition, a communiqué last 
night stated that American carrier- 
borne aircraft, in attacks on the

General Koiso, Japanese Prime 
Minister, in a message to the 
Japanese nation, said yesterday: 

“The long-awaited opportunity 
for decisive battle in the Pacific 
has at last come for this country to 
deal a crushing. blow to the enemy. 

“The news of the Japanese 
success fills the entire nation with 
grateful joy.

Fighting in 
Streets of 
Belgrade 


RUSSIAN and Yugo-Slav troops 
are fighting in the streets of 
Belgrade, and Bulgarian forces—-co- 
imir with the Red Army and 

arshal Tito’s units—have cap- 
ae Nish, Moscow reported last 
night. 

Commenting on the 9-day-old 
tank battle in the Hungarian Plain, 
Keuter’s special correspondent states 
that on its issue depends the fate 
of the German Army still fighting 
in the North Transylvanian “sack 
between the Carpathians and their 
line in the Cluj area. The German 
News Agency, quoted by Reuter, 
said last night: “The aim of the 
Soviet High Command is clear—it 
is to drive a wedge deep across 
Central Hungary, in order to split 
the country and cut off the German 
troops to the east.” ; 

To the south of the Hungarian 
battle the German troops in an- 
other great Central European city 
—Belgrade—are in a ‘perilous posi- 
tion, states Reuter’s correspondent. 
Marshal Tito reported yesterday 
that the battle is now pressing 
through their Yugo-Slav_ capital's 
streets, with Red Army and Yugo- 
Slav forces prising out the garrison. 

The Moscow communiqué stated. 


that— 

“B troops, operating in 
Yugo-Slavia in conjunction with 
units of the Yugo-Slavy National 
Army and our forces, fought 
their way into the town and rail- 
way station of Nish and the town 
of Lescovac, and a number of 
other inhabited localities.” 
Moscow also reported that opera- 

tions had been opened against the 
city of Belgrade, 1,500 prisoners 
being taken; while in orthern 
Transylvania Soviet BE opera- 
ting in conjunction with Rumanian 
units, fought their way into more 
than 100 inhabited places and nine 
railway stations 

Colonel von Hammer, the Ger- 
man commentator, declared last 
night that south of Warsaw, the 
Russians are getting ready to 
launch a major offensive. “They 
have here concentrated four tank 
corps, with 1,000 tanks and a large 
number of rifle divisions.” 

A Berlin message stated that the 
German Arctic Army has _ with- 
drawn across the tundras of Fin- 
land’s North Sea coast area. Col. 
von Hammer said that the German 
forces have withdrawn right to the 
Finnish-Norwegian border. 

Reporting the latest Soviet pro- 
gress on this Arctic front, Reuter’s 
Special Correspondent in Moscow 
cabled last night:— 

“Russia has agreed with the 
Allies to pursue the Germans 
into Norway, and Red Army 
forces are already pouring 
through the gap in what was the 
last remnants of the Germans’ 
1941 Arctic line. Considerable 
German forces are reported to 
have been cut off.”

Offer to General 
Giraud 


As a result of the recent conversa- 
tions between General Giraud and 
General de Gaulle there was specu- 
lation last night whether Giraud | 
might resume active goverhment or 
a military réle, says an A.P. cable 
from Paris. 

Giraud is said to have been 
offered a post within the Cabinet, or, 
alternatively,. command of the 
French’ Army on the Rhineland 
front. 

The French newspaper Ce Soir 
states that Admiral Réne Platon, 
former French Under Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, and Chief 
Counsellor to Marshal Petain, has 
been shot at Limoges following a 
trial by a military court. 

The same paper also announces 
the execution at Limoges of M. 
Darquier de Pellepoix, former Com- 
missioner for Jewish Affairs under 
M. Laval. 

Admiral de Laborde, former 
C.-in-C. at Toulon, has been arrested 
on charges of permitting the Ger- 
mans to seize the stocks of naval 
fuel oil, and thus preventing the 
French Fleet from leaving Toulon 
and sailing for North Africa. 

After the Allied landings in North 
Africa in November, 1942, Admiral 
Darlan invited the French Fleet to 
leave Toulon and join the Allied 
forces. Instead the fleet was 


scuttled.—(Reuter and A.P.). 


On Trial for Murder of 
Wite By: Poisoning 


AMES HERBERT LEHMAN 
(38), described as a Canadian 
ex-soldier, appeared in the dock at 
the. Central Criminal Court, Green 
street, Dublin, yesterday, charged 
with the murder of his wife, Mar- 
garet, by poisoning, at Leinster 
road, Rathmines, on March 19th 
last. The further hearing was 
adjourned until this morning. 

Lehman pleaded “not guilty.” 
The trial is expected to last at least 
one week. 

Mr. G. D. Murnaghan, S.C., who, 
with Mr. F. Sherry (instructed “y 
the Chief State Solicitor) prosecuted, 
outlining the case for the State, said 
that Margaret Lehman, who was 29 
years of age, died about 8 o'clock 
on March 19th last. She was 
removed to the Rotunda Hospital, 
and was found to be dead on 
admission. — Examinations showed 
that there were traces of prussic 
acid in the stomach, and the doctors 
concluded that she died from 
prussic acid poisoning. 

“The prosecution will submit 
evidence to you,”, said Mr. Mur- 
naghan, “which will establish 
beyond any reasonable or possible 
doubt that James Herbert Lehman 
poisoned his wife. Murder by 
poison is, perhaps, apt to abhor 
most individuals, due to the fact 
that such a murder is always pre- 
meditated, deliberate and _  cold- 
blooded.”

Mr. Murnaghan went on to say 
that Margaret Lehman, whose 
maiden name was Hayden, was a 
native of Lipstown, . Kildare, 
where her family. now resided. In 
the year 1937 she, with another 
sister, Mrs. Jackson, went to 
England as domestic servants, In 
September, 1939, they went to 
Aldershot and joined the N.A.A.F.L 
i x ay there = ig Ms 

, when Margaret Hayden 
came acquainted with the accused 
man, who was then a private in the 
Canadian Army. 

In February, 1940, Margaret 
Hayden married Lehman, and there 


August, 1943, came with his wife 
and two children to Ireland 

The accused man, with his 
family, went to Lipstown on 
arrival in Ireland. Lehman him- 
self remained there until October 
9th, when he left Lipstown for a 
hospital in Leopardstown Park. 
He remained in hospital until 
thé beginning of the month 
of December, and during his 
stay there became friendly with a 
nurse in the hospital, Anne 
Caroline McCague. In the course 
of conversations with her, Lehman 
purported to tell Nurse McCague 
about himself and other matters. 
_In the course of these conversa- 
tions he said he was torn in 
Canada; that his parents were Irish 
—from Co. Wicklow; that he had 
studied medicine, but gave it up; 
then studied law and became a 
barrister. , 

He said he had been raised to 
rank of captain, but was reduced 
for overstaying his leave. He added 
that he had a captain’s pay, hav- 
ing been promoted again. | 
He told Nurse McCague that on 
his arrival in England he met an 
[rish girl whom he married.

T.U.C. Boycotted 
By Newspapers 


There was an unusual situation 
when the annual Trade Union Con- 
gress opened at Blackpool yester- 
day, writes the Press Association 
Labour Correspondent. It resulted 
from the resolution passed by last 
year’s Congress that Press facilities 
should be restricted at this year’s 
Congress to , members. of the 
National Union of Journalists. 

By a decision by the Newspaper 
Proprietors’ Association most of the 
London newspapers and nearly all 
the provincial papers were not 
directly represented. 

The absence of the usual 
industrial correspondents who have 
attended the Congress for years was 
the subject of general comment ‘by 
the delegates. e Press table was 
occupied by the representatives only 
of two or three London newspapers, 
local newspapers and the News 
Agencies. The B.B.C., however, 
were recording thé speeches, and 
some foreign cdrrespondents and a 
few representatives’ of provincial 


the Conference Hall. 

Sir Walter Citrine, General 
Secretary, said that the Institute of 
Journalists had protested against the 
passing and operation of the resolu- 
tion as an interference with the 
freedom of the Press, but the 
Council had come to the unani- 
mous decision that under no cir- 
cumstances could they regard the 
Institute, as now constituted, as a 
bona fide trade union. 

The Newspaper’ Proprietors’ 
Association had objected to the re- 
solution because it would interfere 
with the right of editors to send 
suitable members of their staffs to 
report the Congress. At no time, 
said Sir Walter, had the T.U.C. 
raised the question of the freedom 
of comment. 

Sir Walter said he was convinced 
that it was the wish of Congress 
not to recede one inch in this 
matter by threats of intimidation.

Fine Gael to Ask 
For Kerry Writ 


The writ for the by-election in 
South Kerry to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation from the 
Dail of Mr. Finian Lynch, will be 
moved in the Dail on Thursday by 
Mr. Peadar Doyle, Whip of the 
Fine Gael party.

Light ; 
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HUNGARY’S CHOICE 

. The situation in regard to 
Hungary is confusingly obscure. 
During the last few weeks it has 
beert obvious that the Hungarian 
Government’s position has 
become increasingly difficult. 
Rumania’s withdrawal from the 
war has enabled the Russian 
armies to invade’ the great 
Hungarian plain, which offers 
almost ideal conditions for 
armoured warfare. They have 
made.a deep thrust beyond the 
River Tisa (or Theiss), one of the 
most important tributaries of the 
Danube, and having surmounted 
the formidable barrier constituted 
by the Eastern Carpathians, the 
Red forces are now in a position 
to direct an immediate threat to 
Pest, which lies on the near side 
of the Danube, while Buda lies 
on the far side. Manifestly, the 
military occupation of Hungary 
by the Russians would virtually 
isolate those German troops 
still fighting in the Balkans. 
It ‘also would bring the city of 
Vienna “into imminent danger. 
On Sunday night it was 
announced over the Budapest 
Radio that Admiral Horthy, the 
Presbyterian elder who has been 
Regent of Catholic Hungary 
almost since the last war, had 
sued for an armistice. Later 
reports declared that the Russians’ 
terms already had been accepted 
Almost immediately afterwards, 
the Regent’s alleged action was 
repudiated. ‘The leader of the 
“ Arrow Cross” organisation in 
Hungary, Major Szalasy, an- 
nounced over the wireless that 
the Admiral’s§ “traitorous 
attempt” to betray the country 
had been foiled; and yesterday’s 
bulletins, although they still are 
anything but clear, indicate that 
some kind of coup has been 
brought about in the Hungarian 
capital. One report goes so far as 
to state that Admiral Horthy is 
under arrest, while a broadcast 
message announces the resigna- 
tion of the Admiral¢ and his 
Government, and their replace- 
ment by a Regency Council under 
Major Szalasy. It seems to be 
fairly certain that the Regent's 
opponents havé gained control 
of the national broadcasting 
stations. For the rest, the outside 
world is depending largely on un- 
confirmed rumours. Hungary’s 
military situation undoubtedly is 
serious. She is Germany’s last 
remaining ally in the Danube 
basin, and the presence of large 
Russian armies in her rich 
plains is a tremendous reality 
that must be faced by her people. 
In his broadcast on Sunday, 
Admiral Horthy asserted that the 
Hungarian nation had been 
forced into thé war by the 
Germans; but yesterday the 
German News Agency declared 
that Hungary took up arms of 
her own accord, and actually on 
Admiral Horthy’s personal initia- 
tivé. As we write, there has been 
no authoritative statement from 
Moscow. Whether or not the 
Admiral has asked for an 
armistice, the fact that the 
Hungarian Radio is in the hands 
of the “Arrow Cross” suggests 
that his authority, to say the least 
of it, is‘not absolute. Evidently, 
Hungarian politics are in a state 
of sore confusion. The. Admiral, 
and those who support him, are 
in favour of an immediate laying 
down of arms, following the 
examples of Rumania and 
Bulgaria. Major Szalasy and his 
comrades of the “ Arrow Cross” 
seem to be determined to fight 
on to the end. 

The Hungarians are excellent 
fighters. For generations they 
formed a bulwark between 
Western Europe and the Turks; 
and they have a military caste 
whose traditions rival even those | 
of the Germans themselves. 
During the last war they fought 
with remarkable tenacity. In 
this war they also have been 


understood that they still have 
about thirty highly-efficient divi- 
sions in the field. Hungary came 
into the war ‘on Germany’s side 
for a variety of reasons. One of 
those reasons undoubtedly was 
the fact that, by virtue of the so- 
called Vienna Award, arranged 
by Herr von Ribbentrop and the 
late Count Ciano, a substantial 
portion of Transylvania, ceded to 
the Rumanians after the last war, 
was restored to Magyar rule.

This Danish 
arallel is sometimes resented, as 
implying by comparison a criticism 
of our people. The historical back- 
grounds are very different. 

The comparison should rather 
be interpreted as providing a real 
hope for the future and a stimulus 
to new effort. 

No comparison is perfect, and it 
would be folly to suggest that the 
exact programme and methods of 

roduction suitable and adequate 
or one set of conditions can be 
translated to another—for agricul- 
tural technique must be made to 
suit climatic and soil characteristics. 


BETTER THAN DENMARK? 


Our agricultural output has re- 
mained static for forty years or 
more. The first question to answer 
is whether it can be increased and 
to what. degree. This would seem 
to be a fundamental question 
overning our future economy. Un- 
ortunately, much of the data essen- 
tial for an answer is not available. 
The statistics say there are 11.5 
million acres of agricultural land, 
but that is a very vague term. Data 
is not available to indicate the pro- 
ductivity of much of this land, even 
when suitable steps are taken to 
increase fertility. In endeavouring 
to estimate productive potential, it 
would be wise to base calculations 
on an acreage considerably less than 
the total. On the assumption 
of yields of crop—including grass, 
the most important crop of all in 
this humid climate—which are cer- 
tainly possible, when the land is 
raised to a high level of fertility 
and farmed with adequate _re- 
sources, | 

estimates of productive capacity 

lead to the conclusion that a 

higher net ex surplus than 

that quoted from Denmark is 
hysically ible. 

n connection with calculations of 
this kind, the objection has been 
raised that the advantage of such 
increased production would be off- 
set by the increased cost, in accord- 
ance with the law of diminishing re- 
turns. It is scarcely necessary to 
answer that argument. If it had 
merit at this stage of our agricul- 
tural development, the exhortations 
of our agricultural advisers should 
be deprecated. The practice of Den- 
mark, New Zealand and many 
other countries supplies the answer. 
The physical _ possibilities outlined 
provide an objective, which, if 
realised even partially, would 
rejuvenate our economic life! 


MONEY NEEDED 


But we cannot deal in abstrac- 
tions; we must examine the factors 
which are necessary to the achieve- 
ment of such increased production. 
It is necessary to look at the prob- 
lem from the farmer's point of 
view. A blue-print of production 

ossibilities on his farm is likely to 
eave him cold, In the nature of 
his calting, with the vagaries of 
weather, the sporadic outbreaks of 
disease and the strange vicissitudes 
of prices, there is little to make him 
an optimist. The one thing which 
will appeal to him is actual demon- 
stration on actual farms with an 
accurate £s.d. story attached. When 
demonstration has brought convic- 


tion other problems arise. . 
it is an illusion to think that in- 
creased 


almost all that is required for high 
Output of meat and milk. 

The potato is especially suitable 
to the climatic conditions, and 
should be, as it has in the past been, 
the basis of pig and poultry pro- 
duction. It gives the opportunity 
of high output of food units per 
acre, a matter of great importance 
in a country of small farms. Live- 
stock and live-stock products should 
be produced to the greatest possible 
extent from the products of the soil. 
Special studies should be made in 
the saving of labour in the pro- 
duction and utilisation of those 
crops specially suited to our climatic 
conditions. 


THE MACHINE 


Indeed the whole question of 
mechanisation is of profound im- 
= The days of rural 
solation from urban influences 
and urban standards are gone. 
Young people will not remain on 
the land without a reasonable in- 
come. Labour reward can only 
increase with increased output per 
unit of labour. Ideas may have 
to be revised about the minimum 
size of the farm unit of pro- 
duction even with the optimum 
output per acre. In any case, the 
survival of the small farm will to 
a great extent depend on the de- 
velopment of co-operative effort 
to provide the great variety of 
services of which the small units 
are incapable, 

While co-operative organisation 
has not here reached the same per- 
fection as in Scandinavian countries, 
after a somewhat chequered history 
of fifty years, it represents a sub- 
stantial achievement as it stands. 
The enterprise and energy of its 
units give great hope of greatly ex- 
tended service in the future. 


OUTSIDE MARKETS 


A policy to increase output of 
agricultural products pre-supposes 
the existence of external markets to 
absorb them. In this connection 
there is an atmosphere of pessimism, 
much of which would be justified 
if the world were to return to the 
economic anarchy of the pre-war 
decade. But it 4s not inevitable that 
people will for all time prefer guns 
to butter, or that people will be con- 
tent to starve while food rots or is 
destroyed for want of a market. 

is undoubtedly an in- 

interest all over the 
world in nutrition. Our agricul- 
ture is specially ‘suited to the pro- 
duction of the protective foods of 
high value. If it is to produce 
them for export, it must produce 
them at a price. Cost will depend 
on output per acre and per man, 


and they again will depend on ade- ) 


quate capital, equipment and _ effi- 
ciency of organisation, There is no 
factor in relation to our soil and 
climate which need cause pessi- 
mism, provided the technique is 
designed to work with and not 
against the climatic conditions, | 

The reorganisation of our agri 
culture is a formidable task. On 
the success of the efforts directed 
towards it will in the main depend 
the possibility of greater well-being 
for all the people.

Soon 
she was engaged in a very extensive 
mixed practice in Roscommon and 
Galway, where, in addition to the posi- 
tion of veterinary inspector to thé 
Galway County Council, she held 
three veterinary dispensaries. When 
finally the diploma was thrown open 
to women in 1922 it was difficult for 
them to obtain work in researgh 
laboratoriés, and the posts even yet 
open afe often only lower grades of 
temporary and non-pensionable posi- 
tions.
